Before council was a letter from Mrs. M. Kid 
who is concerned at the lack of trained permanen| 
secondary teachers in Altona schools. She suggest: 
council could make available subsidised housing t 
attract these teachers to the Shire. 


In her letter she said, 
there are a growing number 
of people in Altona who rea_ 
lise that education is all im. 
portant and that youth needs 
higher qualifications to get 
@ good job and be a worth. 
while citizen, 

“The Education Depart_ 
ment advertises its secondary 
vacancies in May and if our 
council would make available 
subsidised housing to per- 
manent trained 
teachers who apply for and 
gain positions in secondary 
schools within Altona then we 
would be making the best 
move for our youth in this 
district. 


“In case your council] should 
consider a scholarship scheme 
for local youngsters a better 
Proposition, I cannot conceive 
any way of making these ap. 
ply to Altona’s advantage. 
Successful applicants would, 
be restricted by being. forced , 
to stay or teach in Altona at- 
the completion of courses be- 
cause of the peculiar system 
ef promotion adopted by the 
Victorian ‘Education Depart 
ment. Also scholarships would 
only aid a very limited num- 
ber of students, whereas any 
overall improvement in teach. 
ing within our schools would 
aid all secondary students. 

“However, please note, this 
would not be the case if the 
council saw fit to offer 
scholarships to youngsters of 
interested permanent Altona 
residents to do the Kew Kin- ! 
dergarten Teachers College 
which is too expensive for | 
most local parents, because | 
kindergarten teachers oper. 
ate under a different scheme.”

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PIGEON 


As far as Wilf Haigh, 
and his pigeons are con- 
cerned, the old adage of 
a bird in the hand is 
worth two in the bush, 
often applies. 


Formerly well known as a 
footballer in the Altona area, 
Haigh has been breeding and 
racing pigeons since 1960 with 
the Altona Pigeon Club who 
have been in existence for the 
past six years. 

After beginning with a gift 

pair of birds, Haigh has gone 
on to bigger things and at 
times has had a loft of 60 
to 70 birds. Breeding lines 
of his birds also track back 
to the pair he started with. 
’ His first ever nomination 
was a winning result, this be- 
ing @ Castlemaine to Altona 
race. 

The most successful year 
for Haigh was in 1961 when 
he won seven club races and 
had a second in a 300 mile 
Federation event. .And the 
same year, in a 2000 bird en. 
try over a 300 mile distance, 
his entry finished in 15th 
place. 

This season four events 
have gone to Haigh and he 
has won the club aggregate 
for the past four years. 


Preparing pigeons for the 
racing season which begins 
in February of each year, 
takes plenty of time and 
know how. Birds, like human 
beings, have their peculiari. 
tles; some are quick to de. 
velop, others are slow; this 
means individual training in 
many cases. Training begins 
when a bird is approximately 
three months old, and here 
again a lot depends on the 
pupil. Education of young 
birds begins by teaching them 
to trap correctly and this is 
assisted by correct feeding 
methods which is the lure to 
bring any bird home to roost. 

To gain absolute results with 
a racing pigeon, feeding is 
most important and Haigh 
concentrates on this angle, 
particularly with a vitamised 
diet. When in training the 
birds get two feeds a day and 
when at their peak, they get 
five feeds per day. And in the 
, Off season they break down 
to one feed per day. 

Culling is also important, 
and after the opening flights 
the strong are separated from 
the weak. 

A seasons racing covers 16 
weeks for old birds which 
have no definite age limit and 
for young birds who race over 
distances of from 35 to 150 
miles, the season has a seven 
week period. Older birds can 
race over distances of 70 miles 
to 615 miles. 


Restricted weather condi- 
tions from February through 
the pigeon racing season pro. 
vide plenty of oportunity for 
the birds to do their best. Hen 
birds are deemed to be more 
reliable than cock birds in 
solid race events. iH 

Keeping abreast of pre.race 
weather conditions is left to 
a liberation committee of five 
people who check out all pos. 
sible information on weather 
deterioration or otherwise 
be driven off course or lost 
owing to bad conditions. 

Breeding of show or rac. 
ing birds should come from 
first class stock only. With 
good mating, a hen will lay 
within 10 days and will Jay 
mostly two eggs. The hatch. 
ing period is usually 18 days 
and according .to Haigh, a 
‘stock pair should not have 
more than three hatchings 
per year. 

Twenty-four hours after 
hatching, the young birds start 
to feed off a milk diet provided 
by the hen, and this lasts for 
six to eight days, after which 
she provides a grain diet for 
the young which are weaned 
off after 15 or 16 days. 

When entered for racing 
the birds are taken to the 
basketing centre and a rubber, 
ring is placed on one leg. 
After each bird arrives home, 
jthe ring is taken and placed 
‘in a type of thimble which in 
turn is placed into a clock 
_which is then operated by & 
“key and records the arrival 
time on 2 recording chart in- 
side the clock. The clock 
must be produced at the 
centre not later than 14 
hours after the arrival of the 
bird. Times are calculated 
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RACING 


in yards per minute covered 
by each bird and therefore 
the fastest velocity recorded 
for the race is known by the 
method used. 

Depending on weather con. 
ditions, birds can record vel. 
ocities of up to 2000 yards 
per minute, and better. 

Pigeons were used on 
large scale during World War 
II to carry messages, both 
from on land and from the 
air. One bird goes on record 
as a Victoria Cross winner. 

For anybody coming into 
the game as pigeon fanciers, 
Haigh offers this advice: 
Start off with a small num_ 
ber of birds from a loft which 
has provided consistent per-_ 
formers over the years, and 
also have the help of parents. 
where ever possible. .Loft# 
should be kept clean and well 
ventilated, with no feed be. 
ing left laying around. Clean 
water should be provided at 
all times; this is more essen_ 
tial than food. Grit or gravel 
is also important as this 
commodity is a must for 
digestive purposes and this all 
adds up to health with the 
bird. 

Haigh, who is president of 
the Altona Pigeon Club, is in. 
terested in hearing from per_ 
sons wishing to join the club 
and points out that they meet 
at the old council chambers 
on the second and fourth 
Tuesday of each month. Ad. 
vice to new comers is avail. 
able at all times. 

And remember, the thrill 
of having one of your birds 
first across the line is well 
worth waiting for—S. J.

DR. JOEL SPEAKS ON 
ALTONA‘S EARLY 
HISTORY 


At the Rotary luncheon last 
week, Dr. L. L. Joel, who was 
the first medical practitioner 


in Altona, spoke on the early 


days in the medical profes. 
sion in Altona, and showed 
a film which he and his 
brother in law had made in 


the 1930’s concerning the est. |" 


ablishment and opening of the 
Altona Hospital. 

in showing the film, Dr. 
Joel described the buildings 
and persons and made par_ 
ticular mention of the won- 
derful work of Sister Webber 
who was the first matron at 
the hospital, which had been 
constructed and furnished at 
a total cost of £5000. 

The money had been loaned 
by the James Trust at 1% 
interest, and at the end of 
the year the interest payment 
had been donated back to 
the hospital. Dr. Joel then 
presented the film te Mr. Wal 
Wren, the president of Altona 
Rotary for passing on to the 
Historical Society. Opportun_ 
ity had been taken to have 
Mr. Harry Weaver, president, 
and Cr. V. L. Hearn, secre. 
tary of the Society present. 

The first Altona Hospital 
Was established in what was 
more or less a lean.to build. 
ing on the site of Advance 
Shopfitters. The house which 
Advance Shopfitters has adap_ 
ted for working quarters, still 
bears the sign of “Altona Hos. 
pital.” Mr. Wren handed the 
film back to Dr. Joel to hand 
on to Mr. Weaver. In accept. 
ing the film, Mr. Weaver ex. 
pressed the Bppreciation of 
Altona Historical Society for 
the thoughtful gesture of ‘Dr. 
Joel. 

Cr. V. L. Hearn who was the 
first president of the Society, 
in suporting Mr. Weaver, also 
expressed appreciation for Dr. 
Joel’s thought, and also ap_ 
pealed for other items such 
as the film to be donated 
to the Historical Society. 

Dr. Joel’s earliest recollec_ 
tions of Altona go back to 52 
years ago when as a boy he 
lived on a 200 acre farm. 
Thistles, rocks and mud left 
their impressions on his mem_ 
ory. Later, in 1928, as a doc. 
tor, he travelled regularly to 
Altona from Williamstown 
three days a week for 15 years 
and never missed one day. 

He looked forward to hear- 
ing further talks from Dr. 
Joel on Altona’s history. 

The Chairman of the day, 
Mr. H. C. Kim, also spoke 
in similar vein and said that 
the club would leok forward 
to the time when Dr. Joel 
could return to make a fur. 
ther talk. 

The next luncheon meet- 
ing will be ladies day, when 
members will bring their 
wives. The speaker will be 
a policewoman.

The delay in the pre- 
vision ‘of traffic lights at 
the corner of Millers 
and Blackshaws Roads, 
Altona North, has been 
the subject of discussion 
at two recent Altona 
Council meetings, 


The Shire President, Cr. J. 
J. Ginifer, said even though 
the volume of traffic at this 
intersection is heavier than at 
the Kororoit Creek Road 
corner where lights are op. 
erating, it apears the Traffic 
Commission are loathe to in. 
Stall lights at the Blackshaws 
Road intersection. To him, 
it seems strange that lights 
are not considered warranted 
where traffic is heaver. 

The Shire Engineer, Mr. R. 
C. Simmons, said under he 
new warrant of the Traffic 
Conimission, lights would not 
have been considered for the 
Kororoit Creek Road corner. 
Under the new. warrant the 
volume of traffic at this in. 
tersection does not come up 
to the minimum required. 
Neither does the Blackshaws 
Road corner—it is just below 
the necessary figure. ~ 

Even so if the volume of 
traffic is above the require. 
ment it does not mean lights 
will be automatically installed. 
It simply means the corner 
wil be considered for traffic 
lights. Records of accidents 
are studied and if very few 
of these accidents would have 
heen eliminated by traffic 
lights then they are not con. 
sidered necessary. 

However, the council will 


still endeavour to have lights 
installed at his intersection.
